Draft Law’s Objecto r 
Clause ‘Discriminato ry ’

In 1965. in the case of Seeger vs. tiie United 
States the U.S. Su preme Cou n ru led that disbe­ 
lief m a “Su preme Being’’ did nol au tomatically 
disqu alify an individu al from claiming conscien­ 
tiou s objector statu s. 
Sincere strongly held personal beliefs leading 
one to oppose w ar and the draft deserved as mu ch 
comadration a^ the Name opposition predicated on 
belief in God. 
In alarm if not m anger. Congress revised the 
Selective Service law in 1967. su bstitu ting for be­ 
lief in a Su preme Being the phrase, “by reason 
of religiou s training and belief.” It also ‘'essen­ 
tially political, sociological or philosophical views, 
or a merely personal moral code.” 
A Federal District ju dge in Boston has now 
declared tins revised section of the law u nconsti­ 
tu tional. and alarm, if not anger, can once again 
be expected to ensu e shou ld the Su preme Cou rt 
u phold the decision. 
“ In the draft act.” declared Ju dge Charles E. 
Wyzanski Jr.. “Congress u nconstitu tionally dis­ 
criminated against atheists, agnostics and men 
who are motivated by profou nd moral beliefs 
which constitu te the central convictions of their 
beings.” 
He conclu ded that in granting special statu s 


10 the religiou s conscientiou s objector bu t not to 
one John Sisson Jr., a 22-year-old Harvard grau ate 
who refu sed indu ction becau se of personal anti­ 
war beliefs, the act violated the First Amend­ 
ment provision that “Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion.” 
“When the law treats a reasonable, conscien­ 
tiou s act as a crime.” wrote the ju dge in a 21- 
pagc opinom. “it su bverts its own power. It in­ 
vites civil disobedience.” 
In anticipation of objections that this will 
make it “easy” to escape the draft by pretend­ 
ing to feelings that are not genu ine, he argu ed 
that "often it is harder to detect a frau du lent ad­ 
herent to a religiou s creed than to recognize 
a 
wncere moral protestant.” 
Undertones of Vietnam war dissent, of the 
u nresolved qu estion of the legitimacy of opposition 
to a particu lar war bu t not war in general, mu ddy 
what Ju dge Wyzanski calls “a clash between law 
and morality.” He indicated that he might have 
ru led differently had Sisson been drafted to fighl 


in “a defense of the homeland” in which die en­ 
tire cou ntry was bring mobilized. 
in view of its Seeger decision, however, it is 
expected tliat the high cou rt will ru le against the 
government’s appeal of the decision he did make. 
As the New York Times commented, “there 
is no reasonable basis u nder the Constitu tion on 
which the government can .say that it will respect 
the conscience of a religiou s believer bu t will vi-1 
olate the conscience of a nonbeliever.” 
Not so su sceptible to simple moral pru iciples 
is the matter of anti-Vietnam wai activities invol- j 
ing . . .

The general has refu sed to permit G.I.s Uni­ 
ted. recently organized at die camp, to stage a 
base-wide antiwar rally. Seven of the 10 plaintiffs, 
most of whom are reportedly members of min­ 
ority grou ps, face cou rt-martial or other discip­ 
linary’ proceedings. 
Leaders of G.I.s United charge oilier harass­ 
ment in the form of su mmary transfer to other 
bases or shipment to Vietnam. 
This is one thicket the cou rt wou ld be wise to 
stay ou t of, if it can. Bu t however it ru las. or if 
it does not ru le, the resolu tion of the issu e will 
rrot redou nd to the long-term benefit of the Army. 
The Fort Jackson su it, called “withou t par­ 
allel in American military history.” is reflected 
by agitation on at least seven other posts where 
newspapers clandestinely printed by soldiers have 
appeared 
It shou ld be noted that Army investigations of 
organized antiwar activity by soldiers have dis­ 
closed “no evidence of direction or conspiracy” 
by civilian radicals or peace grou ps. The situ ation 
at Fort Jackson is called spontaneou s. 
It is also example of the seemingly bottomless 
Pandora's Box of trou bles opened the Vietnam 
war. which is beginning to take on the aspects of 
a civil war.

Yo u 
can 
frequently

many pro blems o f inefficiency 
in o lder ho mes by mo v ing the 
kitchen into a seldo m-used din­ 
ing ro o m and remo deling the 
kitchen into a utility ro o m. 
Base yo ur space requirements 
o n the activ ities to take place 
in the kitchen. 
Meal preparatio n and dish­ 
washing are basic kitchen ac­ 
tiv ities. The eating-area needs 
differ widely amo ng families. 
So me kitchens serv e as the 
family liv ing center, the busi­ 
ness center o r the laundry cen­ 
ter.
